The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is agreed that none 
of the prior art of record or otherwise known to the examiner discloses or suggests a 
compositions consisting essentially of the recited components in the recited weight percents. The 
examiner has not found any motivation to omit the additional components required in the prior 
art compositions. The process claims have been rejoined as being of the same scope as the 
composition claims. The obviousness type double patenting rejection of record in the paper 
mailed 12-15-2005 over US Patent 6,936,197 in view of Coleman et al in view of Garrity is 
withdrawn. The reason is that the claims have been limited to compositions consisting essentially 
of the recited components, which are not considered to be obvious from Coleman et al and 
Garrity in combination.
